Miss Addams Reports on Survey. 

Under the topic, “What Prohibi- 
tion Has Done for Chicago,” Miss 
Addams presented in detail the infor- 
mation she gathered in the Hull 
House district as a part of a social] 
service survey. 

Economically, the substance of her 
report showed, the population of her 
district has benefited in many ways 
since the adoption of the eighteenth 
amendment. The standard of living 
has gone up, and families have numer- 
ous comforts and even luxuries they 
would not have dreamed of possessing 
in the days of the saloon. 

“ There always a great danger, 
however,” s pointed out, “in at- 
tributing these radical changes to any 
one agency. For instance, it is hard, 
almost impossible, to distinguish how 
large a proportion of such changes 
did not come about through war time 
prosperity. 

1918-20 Called Best Period 


“From 1918 to 1920, people took it 
for granted that the law was the law, 
and prohibition was enforced to a 
much greater extent than at present. 
That is when we noted the improve 
ment in general conditions. From 
1920 to 1927, however, there was a 
decided retrogression. It was during 
that period that bootlegging and hi- 
jacking developed. 

“The present prohibition situation 
is much like that of the abolition of 
slavery in the south just after the 
civil war. Southern people did not be- 
lieve slavery should be abolished and 
it took three generations to prove how 
much better off they were without it. 
It is quite possible it may take three 
generations or more to prove to this 
country how much better off we are 
without liquor.”

In the last five days 261,000 tons of 
grain have been bought by the gov-

days of January was 878,000 tons, as 
compared with 528.000 tons for De-

The refusal of the peasants to give 
up grain in the earlier part of the 
winter was declared to be due to the 
failure of the railways to jieliver suffi- 
cient stocks of manufactured goods, 
clothing, agricultural machinery and 
other industrial products which the 
farmers want to buy. 

The government’s renewed activities 
against illegal grain speculators who 
were hoarding wheat and corn 
against rising prices if a shortage de- 
veloped, and the arrest and execution 
of several ringleaders, beside the 
feverish efforts to distribute manufac- 

tured goods and replenish supplies of 

/ empty stores in towns and villages,

Final Secrets 


Rare Examples Found of 
Goldsmith’s Art. 


(Copyright: 1928: By the New York Times.) 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—The tomb of the 
Pharaoh Tut-Ankh-Amen has yielded 
its last secrets to its discoverer, How- 
ard Carter, who today announced the 
results of his investigation in the in- 
nermost recess of the tomb at Luxor. 
This recess held four canopic jars 
containing the viscera of Tut-Ankh- 
Amen. Usually these jars, which are 
associated with four genii, Hepy,. Du- 
amutef, Quebah and Senuf, who in 
turm were under the protection of the 
four goddesses, Isis, Nephthys, N ‘ 
and Selket, were placed at the foot 

a mummy. But in Tut-Ankh-Amen’s 
tomb they were in a recess opposite 
the foot of the king’s sarcophagus and 
they were covered by a canopy.

canopic jars ig more than six feet high 
and occupies a floor space 5x4 feet. 
The canopy is Supported by four posts 
on a sledge.
